Of the Tabernacle made by Moſes in the deſart, reſembling a portable Temple, 
Epc” when all things were prepared for this worke,as gold,bratſe,andwoucn worke, Moſes

and Xchi zahad recciued theſe fauors ar the kings hands(according as it hath been ſpoken)and fnus, chap.7, 
he likewiſe had magnificently required her, ſhe returned backe againe into her owne countrey. 
About the fame time there was brought vnto the King from the countrey called the Region The preciews 
of gold, a quantitic of precious ſtones and of pine trees. This wood was imployed totmake jup- ner that, 
i temple, and in the kings houſe, and to make inſtruments of mulicke likewiſe,as to >alowon, 
arpes and Cimbals, on which the Leui gy era ok Amonelt all the gifts that were 
D cuer preſented vnto Salomon, that which was giuen hum at that time, was molt excellent in 
nelſe and beaunie .. But letno man thinke , that the Pine wood (which we ſpeake of ) had any re- 
ſemblance with that which we call by that name at this day, or which the merchants to 
their chapmen, ſell for the ſame . For they are like vnto figge trees, butthat they are more white 
& cleerer,which I thought good to manifeſt in this place,leaft any manſhould be deceiued tho- 
row ignorance,in diſcerning the one from the other: becauſethe affaires of Salomon haue drawn 
vsto make mention of this matter. The waight of gold which this nauy brought vnto the king, 
was {ix hundreth, fixtie and fix talents : beſides thatwhich the merchants bought themſclues, or 
that which the Kings and princes of Arabia had fent vnto him in way of preſent, This gold cau- 
ſed he to be moulten downe, and made therof rwo hundreth eachone waying fix hun- 
E dreth ficles, and three hundreth bucklers, cachofthem waying mines of gold, and placed 
and hung them in the lodging ofthe wood of Libanus. He cauſed alſo diuers veſſels of gold, 
& precious ſtones to be made for the vic ofhis table, labouredwith as curious conceit as might 
be; the reſt of his neceſſaries alſo were of gold: fornothing was cither bought or ſold for ſiluer,

O king ( {aid ſhe )Icannoteaſily exprefle voto you the inconnenience that is ſodainly fallen vp- 
on me: For as ſoone asl beheld rhe great, faire, and redoubred maicſtic of your perlon, my ſpi- 
rits forſooke me, and my heart failed me. Now,whileit (he fpake theſe words with paine and 
feebleneſle, the king was touched with compaſſion ; ſo as he animated and encouraged her, and 
commaunded her to expect nothing but goodzyea ( ſaid he ) if thou demaundeſt the halfe of my 
kingdome, I will grant it thee. But Effher onely requeſted this at bis hands, that onely he and 
his intire friend e 4 man would vouchlafeto grace her with their preſence at her banquet: which 
the king readily granted her. Now when they werecome vnto the banquet, and inthe midft of 
their cups,the king commaunded Eſther to acke what ſhe would, and he would grant it ker, af 
ſuring her thathe would refuſe her in nothing; yea although ſhe demaunded the halfe of his king- 
dome, Burt ſhe deferred to diſcouer her ſuit vntill the next day, requiring him once more tore- 
paire with Aman vnto her banquet. VVhenthe king had promiſed to reuifir her, Aman de- 
parted with great ioy, for that he alone had the credit ro banquet with the king and EXher, and 
noother h ee eheamennagd any kings of that dominion. Bur in his re- 
rurne, perceiuing Mardochens in the court, he was lote moued, becaule thar ( notwithſtanding K 
he had lookt vpon him ) he had not done hum honour : when as theretore he came home vnto his 
houſe, he called Zaraza his wite, and his fnends, and told them what honour (nor onely theking 
butche queene alſo had done him ; and how he onely with the king had ſupped that day with the 
queene ; and was inuited the next day alſo ro banquet with the king and her : notwithſtanding he 
told chem that he was diſcontented, becauſe he ſaw Mardochens the lew in the court. Zaraza his 
wite told hum , thathe ſhould cauſe a gallowesto be raiſed of fiftic cubits high , and tharthe 
next day he ſhould demaund licence ot the king, that Aardochens might be hanged on that gib- 
ber. Aman prailing his wiucs counſel,commannded his ſcruants to prepare the timber, andere 
the gallowes in tus court, tothe end to hang Mardochess thereon : which they diligently perfor- 
med. But God mocked at Amanicurſed hope,and knowing certainly what ſhould happenzooke 
are ro ſec it prepared, For the veric ſame night he deprived the king of fleepe, who verie 
to ſpend the time  idlely whileſt he was awake, bur to imploy itin ſome thing that was pro- 
ficable for his kingdome, he commaunded his ſecretaric ro _—_ the Chronicles ofthekings 
his predecefſors,and of thoſe things that were done by himlelte, and to read the ſane, When as 
therefore they were brought and read, he found that a certaine man whole name was there ſet 
downe,had receiued a great poſſcſion for reward in reacknowledgment of his vertue, He red like- 
wile of an other thathad obtained recompence for his tidelitie; and conſequently of others ; till 
at laſt he cameto the place where the Eunuches Bagotheus and Theodeltes were noted downe,

For 
this cauſe the vpper part of the table appeared to be of two parts, and of three angles, which (as H 
we ſaid) were apparant at ſuch time as the table was turned, each one ſeeming of equall magni- 
tude with the other, Voon the graued bends there were precious ſtones inchaſed, diſtant by c- 
uall proportion the one trom the other, and faſtned by golden buttons tied by loopes . The 
ides of the borders (which preſented themlelues tothe cie) were beautified with rich (tones, dif- 
v9 after the manner of an ouall; and there was a border of golden rwigs engraucn round a- 
D ut the table : vnder the ouals there was a crown garniſhed with cluſters of diuers forrs of fruits, 
the cluſters of grapes hung downe, the ſpikes of corne {tood vpright, and all vvas incloſed vvich 
mgranats, and che precious ſtones were enchaſed in gold thorow the vvhole circuit of the ta- 
ble , to repreſent each ſort of fruit in their narine colours . Therewas alſo a ranke of ouals vnder 
the crowne, not vnlike vnto the former,made of gold: fo that on both ſides,both the variery and I 
delicacic ofthe vvorke appeared, both im the bends and borders; as alſo in therable, in vvhich 
there appeared not any difference, on whatſoever ſide it was turned; and from the rop vnto the 
lower foot one & the ſame workmanſhip appeared. For it had a plate of gold ſomefoure fingers 
broad,comprehendingthe breadth of the rable,on which the feer of the fame were ſtaied which 
were afterwards faſtned tothe border by buttons and claſpes of gold, to the end that the excel- 
lent and curious workemanſhip might the berter be ſcene, and that on what ſide ſocuer it were 
turned, it might alwaies ſceme thejame. They engraued allo on the fame a labyrinth, in the 
mid whereof there were dwers kindes ofprecious Ws. ſhining like {tarres; and amongſt the 
re(t there were Rubies and emeraulds of moſt orient brightneſſc, as alfo all other forrs of itones 
that cither arc cſteemed or defired fortheir beauty orprice . Neere vntothis labyrinth from the K 
one cnd vnato the other, there wentcerraine corded pleites inthe middle hke varo a Rhombus or 
Loſeng, vpon which there were certaine pieces of Chryſtall and Amber, enchaſed and placed 
the one by the other in equall diſtance, and proportion : which gaue a marucilous contentment 
to whomfſocuer beheld the fame : The Ch ofthe fete were made after the forme of a lillicz 
the leaues whereof bent themſclnes vnder the table, whereas other waics the ſtalke ſeemed robe 
ſtretched out ſtraight, The baſe ofthe ſame was an hands breacth large, adorned with a carbun- 
cle in euery part, Ihe breadth thereof was eight fingers, on which all the plate of the feere was 
ſtaiedz and oneuery one of them was there engrauen by curious workmanſhip Iuie , and vine 
branches loaden with cluſters of grapes ;ſo made to lite, that they ſcemed to be very grapes in 
deed. For the whole was ſo fubtill and delicate, that when the winde blewe, the workemanſhip L 
waued and was carried vp on high; fothat it ſeemed that rheſe truirs were rather naturall, then 
counterfaired by art . The worke was made after a new faſhion, as if it conſiſted of three pieces, 
and notwithſtanding it was ſo well ſhur and cloſed rogither, thar the ſeames and joints might 
not any waies be ſcene . The thickenefle of the Table was no lefiethen halfe a cubite. 

See here what this preſent was, whichthrough intire afteftion the king preſented; wherein 
the price of the ſtuffe, the diuerſitie and beauty ofthe workmanſhip, and the excellencie of the 
engrauing was accompliſhed in perfeftion..

he retained in his hands that money which was leuied for the tribute : Whereby he cold him that 
he had obtained the gouernment ouer the people, and purchaſed the high prictthood. Andthar 
if he were ſo bewitched with money, that for the loue ofthe ſame he could haue the patience to 
ſee his countrie in hazard, and behold his Citizens alſo ſuffer all tharwhich cruelty could inflict 
pon them he counſailed him to repaire vntothe king, andto require him to beſtow the whole 
orthe halfe of the Tribute vpon him. Hereunto Gnas anſwered, thar he would no more execute 
the gouernment, and thar it it were poſſible for him, he was ready to giue ouer the prieſthood, 
and that therefore he would not reparre vnto the king, becauſe he was not any waies moued with 
theſe occurrences , Whereupon Joſeph asked him, if hee would permithim in the peoples be- 
halfe to go Embaſſadour vnto Prolomey , Whereunto Oxias anſfivered, that he gane him free 
leaue. Vpon this occaſion Joſeph went vp into the temple, and fummoned the people to a 
nerall aſſembly, exhorting them to be nowaies troubled, andro conceiue no fcare thorow 
negligence of his vacle Omzas, requeſting them to be confident in hearr, and eſtraunged from all 
fauſter ſuſpition ; promiſing them that he himſelfe would go nn Embaſlage vnro the king, and 
fairhfully pleade their cauſe before him, and perſwade him that they had commirted noinfjolent 
neglect, or contempt againſt his maieſtie.

red gouernor. SS ge dicd anon after, and was buried in Modin. And after the trannter: icuoully la- 
mented and mourned for him, for a certaine time; and performed publikely fuch Hr + 


funerals, as was to his eſtate : his ſonne Judas Machabens rooke vpon him the gouern- I 
ment of the warres, in the hundreth, fortic and fixr yeere; and by the aſſiſtance both of his bre- 
threnandother Iewes, he droue the enemies out of the countrey, and put thoſe of his owne na- 
tion todeath, who had forſaken their religion, and purged the countrey of all vncleannes, which 
had been brought into it, 


CHAP, X. 
Apollonius general of Antiochus army, commeth into Iewry, and is d:ſcomfited 
and lame. 


Hen Apollonius,who was CLatiochus generall in Samaria heard hereof, he gatheredhis K 
army togither,and inuaded Iudza: againſt whom Machabexs made head,and oucrcame 
- -n 9104 , wherein there died many, and among the reſt 4pollonins; whoſe fword 
meth Apollo» AMathabeas Zot as his part in the poile, Thete were a great number of them alſo who werewoun- 
nius in baells ded, and much boory was taken in the enemies campe : after which execution enriched with 
—_— he retired himſelfe . Bur Seron gouernour of Caelefyriahearing hereof, and vnderſtan- 
ia is pur ro ding that divers had ioyned themſelves with 7udas, and that he had already about him a ſuffici- 
— ent power to keepe the field, and bidde the batre!l ; he thought that it concerned him to begin to 
puniſh thoſe, who reſiſted the kings Edidts, For which cauſe after he had aſſembled all che for- 
ces that he had, andbelides them hired cerraine apoſtate or higitiue Iewes, he marched foorth a- 
gainſt Zudas, and came as farre as Bethoron a inlewry, where he incamped. Jsdas alſo L 
came out to meete with him, determining with himſelfe to bid him barrell: and ſeeing tharhis 
ſouldiers would hardly be drawne our to fight (both by reaſon of their inequalitie of number, is 
alſo for that they had eaten no meate, buthad faſted a longtime) he 
» thatthe meanes toobraine viAtorie, and to haue the vpper hand ouer their enemies , confiſtec 
» notin the greatneſſe of their number ; but in their deuotion towards God ; whereof they had a 
» moſt euident example in their forefathers, who had oftentimes defeated with a ſmall number of 
» men diuers thouſands of their enemies, becauſe they for iuſtice, forrheirlaw, and for their 
» children : for the grearelt force (ſaid he) that aman ,is to be innocent and without in- 
jurie. By cheſe words perſwaded he his ſouldiers, ſo that without any feare ofthe multirude of 
their enemies, they all togither ranne vpon Seron, and encountting with him, they diſcomfited M 
the Syrians, For their chiefetaine being ſlaine, all the reſt berooke other heeles, in which 
thing onely conſiſted the ſafetic of their lives . Judas therefore, purſuing them as farre. as the 
Champion,ſlew about eighthundrethof them. The reſt ſaued themlelues in thoſe quarters that 
bounged vponthe ſea,

Theyere of ua ſuppoſed that they were rerired for feare intorhe mountaines to hide themſelues : For which G 


* cauſes trauailing onward, he determined to ſearch diligently in what place they might be . But 
early in the morning, 1#4as accompanied with three thouſand men (who were {lencerly armed 
reaſon ottheir pouertie) ſhewed himſelfe vnto his enemics, who were at Emaus; and after 
he had ſuruaicd and icene their warlike dilcipline,and mightie number, and howe louldierlike 
they were encamped, he exhorted his followers, telling them that it concerned them to hght, 
norwith{tanding they thould be naked : for although they were in that eſtate, ver God (who 
tooke pleaſure in the grearneile of their courage) had already giuenthem the victorie againſt a 
number of armed ſouldiers: and ſodainly he commanded the erumpers ro ſound, fo that ruſhing 
11 ypon his cnemics on the ſodaine he Cienaid them, and diſcomtorted their hear:s, And after 
he had {lane divers of them who refilted, and pur all the reſt ro flight , heepurſued them as farre H 
as Gadara; and the plaines of Idumza, of Azot,and of Iamnia, In this cncounrie there Eicd 
about ſome three thouſand of the enemy , Notwithſtanding /udas would not permithis fouldt- 
ers as yet to take the benefit of the ſpoile, becauſe they were as yer to fight againit Gorgias and 
his army ; alluring them, that as ſoone as they had valantly executed the ſame, it ſhould be law- 
full for them to make their booty, withour teare, becauſe they ſhould haue no further enemies 
cither to feare orexpet , Vhilelt he ſpake in this ſort vnto his ſouldiers, they that were with 
Gorgias dilcouering trom the toppe + certaine hill, perceiucd thatthe army that was Icft be- 
hind them, was putto flight; andthat their campe was on hire : for although they were farre off, 
yet did the {inoake aſſure them of the ſame . VVhen theſe men vnderſtood that the matter had 
fallen our in this fort, andperccwued that Judas and his fellowes in bartel ray expected their com- 
ming, they tcarcd, and betooke them to flight , When as therefore Judas perceiued that Gorgs- 
as rroupes were diſcomficed, withour ſtroke (triken, he went out to gather the pillage ; and after 
he had gotten togither great ſtore of gold, filuer, ſcarlet, and purple, he returned to Ras dwelling 
place, with ioy, praiſing God for their happy ſucccſic; For this victorie did not a little aduan- 
rage them, towards the attainment of their hiberry . But Lyſias being confuled at the diſcomti- 
ture ot thole whom he had ſent, aflembled another army ot almoſt threeſcore thouſand choſen 
men, and hue thouſand horſemen, toinmade Indza., Afterhe had therefore made his entric b 
the mountaines, he encampcd in Bethſura a village of Iudza . J#das hauing knowledge thereof, 
came foorth againſt him, accompanied with ten thouſand men z and diſcovering the number of 
his enemics farre toexceede his (after he had beſought God by praier that it would pleaſe him 
to "m_ him) he charged the vauntguard of the enemy with ſo great force, that he diſcomhi- 
ted rhem,and flew about ſome five thouſand of them,leauing the rcit in great feare, Zyſaas know- 
ing the reſolution of the Iewes, and how they were preſt to ate, except they might luc in liber- 
tiez on the other ſide redoubting their deſperations,more then their forces, he gathered rogither 
the reſt of his army, and returned backe to Antioch : where he ſoijourned, hiring many forrane 


Thezeare of tbe {1diers,to make a army and preparation to inuade Iewry with all . Aftet that Antiochus 
fore Chriſt birch Capraines had been gilcomtited ſo many times, 1wdas allemblcd the people togither, and toide - 


themythat after they had obtained ſo many victories thorow the mercic of God, it bchooued 
them aſcend vp vnto leruſalem,and to purifie the temple that was deſolated;and to offer thoſe 
ſacrifices ordained by the law . Aſcending therefore thither with amulcitude of people,he found 
the temple deſart, and the gates thereof burned, and grallc growing within the ſame,thorow de- 
ſolacion.. Being therefore contuled with ſo pitious atpectacie, he ys ro weepe with all thoſe 
thataccompanicd him : And hauing choſen out certaine of his beſt toldiers,he commanded thE 
to enforce the garriſons that were inthe tortreſſe; whiles he hinielfe p the remple, Which 
commaund of his being molt exactly and reſolutely fulfilled, he ſent for new veſlels, a candle- 
ſticke, atable, an altar of incenſe, all made of gold. He pur alſo vailes or hangings to the doores, 
accuſtomedto be ſpread abroadzand ſet gates rpthe temple. And hauing thrown down the altar . 
of burn offrings, which had been by «.L£nticchas, he builded a new of all forts of 
ſtones, neither hewen, nor hammere Ing to arte. The five and twenty day of the mo- 
neth of Chaſleu (with vs September) therq were }ghrs ſer ypon the candleſtickes, and perfumes M 
laid vpon thealtar,& loaues impoſed vpon the table, and ſacrifices offred ypon the new altar, All 
which the ſame day three yeeres wherein before time the {acred Religion was changes 
imo and impicne, For the temple was ruinated and left detolate by Amtiochns, 
andremained in that eſtate for the ſpace of three whole yeers.

aſtreane offuch a length as is admirable . Arche foote of this valley on the our ſide, there ſpring 
certaine fourtgins, and many thinke this to be the hiead ofthe riner lordan, which whether it be 
truc or no, vve will declare hereatter, 

Arlericho alſo(berweene the caſtle of Cyprus, &the other auncientkings houſes) heereted 
other buildings fairer, and more commodious for theni that came thither, calling them after the 
names of his friends, Finally rherewas no conuenient place inthe vvhole kingdome, vvherem 
he erected not ſome thing in the honour of Ceſar: and hauing in euerie place of his owne king- 
dome, deuiſed and dedicar:d temples vnto him, hein Syria alto where he ruled did the like foun- 
ding in veric many cities temples, vvhich he called by thename of Czfar. And perceung that 
amonegltthe cities ofrhe ſea coalt,there was one called Stratons tower,the which being vere old 
was ruinatcd; and tor the ſcituation thercot, deſerued reparation and colt, he repaired it all with 
white ſtone, and but: a verieroial pallace therin, vvherin chiefly he ſhewed a mightic mind; For 
this ciric ſtanding i1 the middeſt berweene Dora and Ioppe, there was no port nur hauen in that 
coalt: fo that whoſoeuer ſailed from Phoeniciainto /Egypr, vvere in great danger, by reaſon of 
the violent windes that blew from Africa, vhich blowing bur a verie cafie gale, enforce the wa- 

) ter with ſuch a vio'ence againltthe rocks onthe ſhore, that the waues rebounding backe againe 
a good way vvithin the ſeagnake the whole ſea tempeltuous. Butthe king vvirh his liberalitic and 
coſt overcomming nature, b::i}dc a port or hauen inthat place farbiggerrhen thar of Pirxum, 
and vvichin it mad molt ſafe {tations for ſhips. Andalthough the nature of that place was alto- 
om contrarie to his intent, yet he ſo 0uercamethar d:thcultie, that the ſea could doe that buil. 

ingno harme, and it was {o gallant and beauritull to behold, as though there had been no lera-

Which 
done, he railed a wall of two hundreth foote; vyherzof a hundreth foore was builded to breake 
the violence of tie waues, and had aname accordingto the vie it ſerved for, The other hundrerh 
fooceferued for a foundation of the wall, vvhereotthe hauen was compalled, which was reple- 
miſhedwith many gooely cowers; the greateſt and faireſt whereof, he named Drufius after the 
name of Ceſarskin{man . There were verie many vautes allo to conduct ſuch things into the 
towne as were brought intothe hauen, and about them apaued place for them to walke in,that 
cane out oftiie ſhips : The entrance thereunto was on the norrh {ide for by reaſon of the ſcirus 
ation of the place, the norchwinde there is the calmeſt, Before the entrance, werethtce great co- 
loſſus held vp on euerie fide with pillers:they which arc onthe left hand are propt vp by a tower 
which is a ſolid rocke of ſtone. But atthe entrance on the right hand were two huge ſtones joi-

eſpecially ſeeing he had ſuch occaſion & opponunitic to ctie& the contrary: tor he might aſſure 
himlelt of Archelaus hishelpe in any thing. Alexander ſuppoled he had ſpoken as he thought þe- 
cauſe he counterfaited friendſhip with Archelaus, lo that he miſdoubting nothing diſcloled vnto 
him all his mind concerning Antipater,ſaying, that it was no wonder though erode difinherited 
themot che kingdome, ſince betore tume he hadflaine their mother. 
Enrycles counterfaiting himſelfe both to pitic them, and co be forrowfull for their miſchance;

ched forth his hand with his ſword drawne to kill him, and he onely was the cauſe that he perfor-- 
med ir not by ſtaying his hand, andpromiſinghim to affiſt him in the matter: adding that Alex» 
D ander vied theſe ipeeches. That Herod was nor contented to enjoy a kingdome which was ano- 
ther mans right, nor yet as it were to diſmember his kingdomeatter Mariammes ceath , but he

Before the battlements of the fort there vvas a vrall three cubits 1 
high,withinche vvhich the caſtle Antonia vvas built forty cubirs high, being within allfurniſhed,

rooines, For there were porches, bathes,and large hals, forto place tents in :ſothat for all con-

——_— lace. In outward faſhion it was built like a tower, and inuironed abour vvith foure other towers, at 
he citie, —Euerie Corner One, vvhercof they that vvere on the South and Eaſt ſide were threeſcore and ten 
cubits high, the other two vvere onely fikcic, ſo our of theſe two higheſt one might haue a perfe&t 
view of all the vvhole temple, Where it ioyened vnto the porches of the temple, there was on 
otuaies pales of ftaires,for the ſouldiersto come downe out of it into the temple. For alwaies 
the Roman ſouldiers lodged there, and guarded che temple in armour vpon feſtiuall daies , leaſt K 
the people ſhould attempt rebellion or ſedition. For the temple vvas as a caſtle to keepe the 
towhbe in awe, and the caſtle Antonia to ouenhrow the temple: there alſo vvere placed the fouldi- 
ers: likewiſe in Herodes pallace, yvhichſerued for a caſtle ouerthe higher part of the citic . The 
hill Bezerha vvas deuided from the citie as is before mentioned, vvhich being the higheſt of all, 
was toyned vnto part of the new citie, vvhich did obſcure the view of the temple on the North 
ſide. And thus I haue here ſpoken ſufhciently of the citic and the wall in this place, becauſe we 
meane hercatter to delcribe them more at large.

Here was one Isljan a Centurion borne in Bithynia of good parentage,who(as my ſelfe 1ulians tamous 
well knew) was molt valiant of all, both in ſtrength of body, and skill, and couragious '**%%*- 
minde . This 1«{;an {ceingnow the Romans to haue the worit (ſtanding by Titzs in An- 
tonia) he preſently leapt downe, and all alone purſued the Iewes, whwhad the victorie into the 
innertemple. And the whole multitude fled, deeming him by his force and courage, not to have 
been a man . Bur he amongſt the midit of them, flew whomlocuer he light oh, one of them for 
B haſte caſting downe another . So that this his deede ſeemed admirable vnto Ceſar fand terrible 
to his enemies. Yet did that deſtinie befal him, whichho man can eſcape; tor having his ſhooes 
full of ſharpe nailes, as other ſouldiers haue, running vponthe pauement, heſlipe and fell down, Julan running 
his armour in the fall making a greatnoiſe: whereat his enemics, who before fled, now turned a- quand ac 
gaine vpon him. Then the Romans in Antonia fearing his lite, criedour: but the lewes many 
at once {trooke him with _ and ſpeares . And he detended many blowes — his ſhield,and 
times at:empring to riſe, they ſtrooke him down againe: yet as he lay, he wounded many, 
wer Au was he quickly laine becauſe that all parts of his body , which being wounded might 
. cauſe preſent death, were armed, and({hrunke m hisnecke along timetil the reſt of his body be- 
ing cut off, & noman helping him his ſtrengrh failed. Ceſar was verie forrowful to ſee-a man of julians death 
C fo great force and forvide (laine in the ſight of ſuch a multitude: andthat theplace wherein he 
was, hindred him from helping nfianand others thatmight haue helped him,durit not tor feare; 
Ar laſt when 1sray had along time ſtriven with death, and wounded many of them that flewe 
him, he was with much ado killed, leauing behind lum a renowmed memorie, notonly amongſt 
the Romans and Cſar,bur alſo amongſt his enemies.

B parture, who wasthery. Gouernour of Lybia , who ſending horſemen and fooremen, did eafily nous were ra- 
ſethem being vnarmed, andthe moſt part ofthem were (laine, yer fome were raken alive, jen arg onn*s 
and btoughtro Carvlley, But their leader /onathas ar that time eſcaped, yet being diligently laide capuue alye 
and tfor,ouer all thoſe Countries, hee was at laſt raken, and being brought vnto Catullus, ox 
he ſoughcto delay his owne puniſhment, in oftering an occaſion of in:quitie vito Catwllus, For 
he acculcd the richeſt amonglit the lewes, to hauc beene his aduiſers rodoe this marter. Catullus 
was glad of thoſe allegations, and exaggerated his accuſations verie much with tragicall termes,

Moreouer it 1s euident ,thagto the foriner works we giue as great credite, astothe things we our

B cradle do belecue theſe bookes to be ſacred, holy, and diuine, andthereforedo giue all credite 
poſlible vnto them, and ſo would willingly futfer death, rather then to doe the comrarie . Many 
captiues alſo of our nation haue alreadie been cruelly tormented, and diners waies pur to death in 
open theaters,only tor that they would not comit any thing, either in word or deed againſt their 
lawes, nor violate the writings of their forefathers.

Bur we are ſo far from the Greeks 
that we ſcarcely cuer thinke of them: ſo that no man can ſay that there is any enmitie berweene vs 
andthe Greekes, But contrariwiſe many of them haue embraced our religion, and ſome of 
them rherein perſeuered, others againe haue forſaken it; yer none of them will fay that he heard 
this oath ſpoken amongſt vs, but it ſhould ſeeme that onely Apron heard of it, in that he himſelfe 
C indeed forged it. Trucly his great wiſedome and prouidence is woorthy to be admired (as ſhall 
hereafter appeare: ) for he to prooue theſe his lies to be true, faith, that it is a certainereſtimonic 
that the lawes we obſcrue are moſt vniuſt, and that we worſhip not God as we ought to do in that 
we were ſubicct to diuers nations, and our Citic endured many calamities: VVhere as touching 
theinſelucs they are of a Citie that flouriſheth in abſolute authoritie, accuſtomed ro 


from the foundation thereot, and not to ſerue the Romans . In effe& who can reſiſt their va- * 


lour ? Trucly no man but pron would euer haue flowted vs herewith, ſeeing that few Cities (0 
flouriſh and raigne ouer other, that they againe at no one time haue been brought into ſubieCi- 


on . For many nationsare ſubic to others, onely the Aegyprians are freed from the captiuitie of 


ſuch as rule Europe and Afia, for thar (as they ſay) the gods flying into their countrey, were ſaued 
D byentring into the bodies of beaſts, Yer ads, da Layur ar had any onedaies libertic fince 
the beginning of the world , neither ynder the gouernment of their owne princes, nor vnder 
ſtrangers. | 
I - not ſtand to recken how often the Perſians haue waſted their Cirie, deſtroied their rem- 
les, andaine their ſuppoſed gods . For it is not decent that I ſhould imitate herein Apions foo- 
iſhneſle, neither am I calling to memorie whar befell the Athenians and Lacedzmonians, the 
laſt of which, are recorded to hats beene moſt valiant, and the firſt rohaue beene moſt deyour 
and religious: neither will I recken vp thoſe moſt  godykangs, amongſt whom Creſ#s was one, 
whonotwithſtanding fell into great calamiries, will not recount how the Caſtle of 
Athens was ſet on fire, andthe temples of Epheſus and Delphos likewiſe and many others. There 
isnow one Apion a new accuſer of the Iewes, who vpbraideth them with their calamities, for- 
ing quite all miſcrie that hath befallen his countrimen the Aegyptians, but he was blinded 
withthe table of Seſoſtris, whom (he ſaith to haue been king of Acgypt,) We could report and
